‘They éoon.loat tho. boy, but Kang 
stuck to, Mr: Rennison, and the two 
of them spent the -night on the’ hills 
hiding thomselves in paddy fields ‘or 
whereter they could find. temporary shelter

In the'‘niorning,: on their way 
eg to the river, thoy got some: food in 
a native house, and-met fourteen of the
